Before 1936 Gnat Britain had 
carried its belief in disarmament al¬ 
most too far. he said. Prom 1933 to 
1936 not a capital ship had been 
laid down.

Junior and Mary are not the eenarte** little dummies, seeing noth¬ 
ing and hearing nothing, that they appear to be a* they eat their 
or real and orange Juice while mother and father bowl each other out 
over the breakfast table.. They are taking In every detail of the whole « 
ugly scene. All the criminations and recriminations are registering In 
their minds and they are feeUng sorry for themaelve* because they 
have to live In an atmosphere of rancor ond because thing* ora never 
Jolly and pleasant at their house as they are at Tom’s and Hally’s, and 
they are thinking that their pareat* are giving them a raw deal and 
dragging them Into disputes with which they have nothing to do. 


There la not a day that there does not come to this column pitiful and 
desperate letters from helpless youngsters who are being ground to piece# 
between tbs upper and nether millstones of their parents’ tempers. "What 
can we do to atop our parents from quarreling?” they ask.

Now we come to the last six letters 
of our alphabet. *1Tieae letters are not 
so much used as most of the <*her 
letters. 

"XT’ goes back to the days of 
ancient Greece, and was called

letter like a ”Y” or "V " The Romans 
almost always wrote It aa "V." but as 
time went on the letter was given the 
farm of a "U" to ant it aalifca from 
the "Y.”

When we look at the letters of the 
alphabet, it is Interesting to think 
that almost all of them were pictures 
of certain objects in the beginning. 
The hands, the head, the eye. the 
teeth and the mouth, are parte of 
the human body which were used as 
models for some of them. Others 
came from drawings of such things as 
a house, a door, a -window, a dagger, 
a fish, or the waves of the sen. 

The people of many nations have 
helped to build the alphabet aa we 
know It today.
